WASHINGTON 
(AP> - the 


jrcat cloud of radioactive debris 
From the latest Soviet bomb was 
moving southeastward today over 
central Siberia, the U.S. Weather 
Bureau estimated. 


The cloud is expected to reach 


the United States next spring, the 
Atomic Energy Commission esti- 
mates. 


froceeding at the comparative- 


ly slow pace of 50 miles an hour, 
it is expected to curve 'eastward 
and by Wednesday evening it 
should reach a point over the 
Kamchatka Peninsula. 


If present wind trends continue, 


experts estimate that on Thursday 
it will move over the Aleutian Is- 
lands and perhaps reach the west- 
ern edges of Alaska. 


The possibililiy that it. may be 


showering much potentially liarm- 
ul radioactivity . on Siberia was 
•aised by all the known circum- 
stances. 


An announcement by the Atom- 
c Energy Commission estimated 
iliat the blast over Novaya Zem 
jlyn in the Soviet arctic occurred 
at an altitude of about 12,000 feet 
and that the explosion was on the 
order of 50 megatons, or 50 mil- 
ion tons of TNT. If the figures- 
subject to later correction—are 
correct, the fireball would prob- 
ably have been something like 
five miles in diameter, and would 
have churned up much matcria 
from the earth. Such material, 
made radioactive by the blast, 
would fall to earth rather quickly 
in contrast to lighter radioactive 
particles, which go into the strat 
osphcrc and arc delayed in fall 
ing. The major part of the lattci 
type of fallout is expected ncx 
spring, most of it in the Northen 
Hemisphere, including the United 
States.

Word Today

est word of the day is fallout 


But experts say no olio can 


point to any human being and 
declare: "He's been hurt by fall- 
out from bomb tests." Or: "That 
.vornan's baby will be born de- 
fective because of fallout or her 
irandchildren will." 
The odds are practically nil 


that present amounts of fallout 
will hurt you as an individual. 


Yet it is equally true that some 


people somewhere will be dam- 
aged or will die too soon—possi- 
bly ultimately thousands of peo- 
ple—from fallout already loosed 
by bomb tests. 


The Soviet 50-mcgaton bomb 


test could add perhaps hundreds 
or even thousands of potential 
victims to the list. 


But one fact must be made 


clear. All such estimates mean 
thousands* out(of hundreds of mil- 
lions or- even billions of persons 
who would be born in the next 
30, 50 to 100 years or more. 


"Fallout" triggers a host of 


»ther scary words: Radioactivity. 
Mystery. Bone cancer. "Poisoned 
milk" 
for 
babies. 
Children 


doomed from bad genes. Leuke- 
mia. Strontium. Ashes of death. 


Fallout stirs vast emotions, in- 


cluding worry that testing of 
weapons increases chances of nu- 
clear war. 


For 15 years, scientists have 


been gathering the story about 
fallout. 


But they cannot yet answer a 


key question: Exactly how little 
radiation docs it take to cause 
human cancer or leukemia? Or to 
damage the genes which deter- 
mine the inheritance of our chil- 
dren? 


This is one basis for statements 


by scientists which seem confus- 
ing often to the public. 


Some say the effects from past 


and' present fallout are too tiny 
even to measure. They do not 
deny there will not be somo ef- 
fects. 


Others estimate numbers. 
Thus Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel 


Prize-winning chemist, estimates 
40,000 children would be born with 
physical and mental defects as 
a direct consequence of a single] 
50-megaton bomb. He says this 
would happen during the next sev- 
eral generations—60 to 90 years 
or more—among an estimated 100 
million children born each year 
all around the world. 


Fallout even from the Soviet 


tests, says a U. S. Public Health 
Service official, "is a cause for 
concern but not yet for alarm." 


Look at the significant details 


in the fallout story, and you can 
judge better for yourself what the 
hazards are. 


First fallout can be a lion or 


a mosquito relatively speaking.
